‘Testing For Germination 


In areas of Alberta 
vere frosts were experienced late | 
last summer, germination of oats! 
and barley is poor. In those regions | 
grain should be tested for germina: 
tion before seeding. 

Over most of Alberta grain is 
showing good germinating ability. 
Even in areas where frost damage | 
was severe, there is enough un 
damaged seed to provide for local | 


| requirements. Be! 


If you are doubtful about the 
germination qualities of your seed 

;here is a simple and inexpensive 
|way to make a test in your own 
| home: 
Fill two flower pots with damp 
/earth. Plant one hundred seeds one 
|inch deep in each pot. Place the 
| pots on your kitchen window sill 
| for twelve days. Do not water more 
than two or three times in the 
days. Count the plants 
which emerge above the soil. You 
will thus obtain an accurate germi- | 
nation percentage. 

The two pots are used 80 that you 
may* get a better average. If you 
get an 80 per cent germination your 
grain is fit for seeding. Less than 
that requires a heavier rate of seed- 
ing. A low germination makes it 
advisable to get a new seed supply. | 

The whole idea in these home| 
germination tests make the condl- 
tions as near as possible to those 
for grain seeded in a field.
